London, May 8.—Great interest Is bo-, 
Ing taken in naval circles in the recent 
statement of the Australian minister! 
of defence, Senator Millen, the details] 
of which are how to harfd and edn-] 
alderably amplify early cabled reports. 
This Important statement fully defines 
Australia's naval .policy. 

Mr. Millen reviews at length the his¬ 
tory of the naval agreement of 1909, and 
its subsequent modifications, and. after; 
summarizing Mr. Churchill's naval es¬ 
timates statement, he says that it 
involves: 

1. The definite non-fulfillment by 
the admiralty of the agreement of 
1909. 

2. The destruction of the basis on 
which the Australian navy was or¬ 
ganized and the Australian people 
agree to spend millions. 

8. The abandonment of those fea¬ 
tures which the admiralty In 1909 
considered essential. 

4. The adoption of an unordlnated 
ephemeral scheme for the defence 
of the Pacific in place of a definite 
Imperial co-operative policy. 

6. The substitution of Ineffective 
Isolated units for a Joint Pacific 
fleet. 

8. An Interpretation of the Angto- 
Japanese alliance which Australia 
does .not accept. * 

7. The Ignoring of other consider¬ 
ations mentioned In the 1909 mem¬ 
orandum. 

8. Vital departures from the policy 
agreed upon between the Dominion 
and the Imperial government, with¬ 
out previous consultation with, or 

notification to the Doipiplon gov¬ 
ernments. 

The statement concludes: “Australia 
la Irrevocably pledged to and will de¬ 
terminedly and 0 consistently pursue 
the policy on which she embarked by 
the imperial governments advice five 
years ago. She will not be deflected 
from her course by the first lord's pro¬ 
nouncement. since she regardH the task 
she has undertaken as vital to the 
cause of imperial defence and im- 
! perial -union." 

Other important passages in the 
statement are as follows: 

“Probably the developments In the 
International naval aitualion since 1909 
demand a greater concentration In the 
North Sea than was previously neces¬ 
sary. This, however, is a reason for re¬ 
gretting that the needs of Imperial de¬ 
fence In the outer seas cannot be met, 
not for regarding them as non-exlst- 
ant. 

“It is entirely satisfactory to Aus¬ 
tralians that Mr. Churchill speaks con¬ 
fidently about the continuance of the 
Angio-Japanese alliance; but It is dif¬ 
ficult to accept that as a reason for 
the departure from Australia’s adopted 
naval policy. It Is vital for British Pa¬ 
cific interests that an effective nucleus 
should immediately be created here

In aviation and aeronautical circles 
throughout the world to-da.v will be 
observed as “Langley Day," in honor 
of Prof. Samuel Plerpont Langley, the 
father of the aeroplane. It was 18 
years ago to-day, May 6, 1896. that 
Langley's little steanv aerodrom flew 
about 4.000 feet, this Doing the first 
renl trip accomplished by a heavler- 
than-alr flying machine. Prof. Lang¬ 
ley’s Invention was only a model, and 
not powerful enough to sustain more 
than Its own weight, but the success 
of the flight proved that the Inventor 
had discovered the basic principles of 
flying, and paved the aerial way for 
the future triumph of Orville Wright, 
who on December 17. 1903. flew 852 feet 
In a motor-driven biplane—the first J 
successful flight of man in a heavier-1 
than-alr contrivance. 

Prof. Langley, a native of Boston, 
was an eminent scientist, and In 1887 
became secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution. A little later he began his 
experiments to perfect an aerial ma¬ 
chine which could supi>ort Itself in 
the air and move freely without the 
aid of a balloon. In 1894 he tested Ills 
first aeroplane at Quantico, Md., .but 
the results were not satisfactory'. After 
more than a year of patient work in 
Improving the mechanism, the machine 
made a successful trip on May 6. 1896. 
The model was propelled by a steam 
engine of one horse-power, the wing- 
spread being 12 feet and the totnl

TO-DAY IN CANADIAN 
HISTORY 


One hundred years ago to-day an¬ 
other chapter was added to the story 
of the varied fortunes of Fort % On- 
tarlo or Oswego, at Oswego, on the 
New York side of Lake Ontario, when 
It was captured by an army of British 
and Canadian troops. Oswego was 
then an Important base of supplies for 
the American army Invading Canada, 
anil the victory was an Important one. 
Valuable naval stores fell Into the 
hands of the British army, led by Sir 
Gordon Drummond and Hlr James Yeo. 
the naval commander. The American 
works and such of the stores as could 
not be taken away were destroyed 
The old fort commanding the entrance 
to the harbor of Oswego was built by 
the English In 1766. It was designed as 
a protection against the French, but *t 
had no sooner been completed than 
Montcalm, the French governor of 
Canada, attacked It. and the fort, with 
1.600 men. 120 cannon, fourteen mortars, 
two sloops ami 200 boat* and bateaux 
were surrendered to the Frenchman. 
The fort was burned, but was later re¬ 
built by the British, and was the last 
fortress to be surrendered by the Eng¬ 
lish at the close of the American revo¬ 
lution. The British fleet, with 3.00*) 
men, appeared before the fort on May 
5. 1814. Of these, 1.750 were landed and 
attacked the fortification. The first as¬ 
sault was repelled, but on the following 
day the British again attacked and 
forced the defenders to surrender. Sir 
George Gordon Drummond, who led the 
combined military and naval force 
against Oswego, came to Canada in 1813 
and was second In command under Sir 
George Prevoat. He hail previously 
served In this country from 1808 to 1811. 
He planned and carried out the capture 
of Fort Niagara and also planned the 
successful attack on Buffalo and Black 
Rock. In July. 1814, he was In com¬ 
mand of the British army at Lundy’s 
Lane, one of the fiercest battles of 
| the war, and later Invested but fall- 
ic-d to capture Fort Erie. In 1815 he 
was appointed governor-general of

New By-law Details Require¬ 
ments for Conduct of Dairies 
and Import of Milk 


The health committee’s new milk by¬ 
law, which will come up for consider¬ 
ation In council within the next week 
or two. Is much more strict than the 
present by-law. especially In regard to 
the manner In which milk shall be 
handled, the requirements for cleanli¬ 
ness about dairies and the provisions 
as to the bringing Into the city of milk 
from outside. Instead of leaving the 
matter to the Inspector, the by-law 
definitely aand specifically sets forth 
what shall be done by vendors. 

Milk, of course. Includes cream, and 
a dairy Is defined as any place where 
any vendor keeps or stores the liquid. 
Licenses will be Issued every six 
months Instead of every year, and for 
a fee. which Is to be fixed, and among 
the facts which have to be set out in 
the application for a license are the 
place of production or purchase of the 
milk, the number of cow's kept, the 
place where stored, and other facts, 
and there has to be a certificate from 
the Inspector under the' contagious 
diseases (animals) act. This will be 
considered by the council along with 
a report from the medical health offi- 
I cer. If one man or firm Is carrying 
on business under different names 
j there must bo a license for each name. 

Dairies must not be built on ground 
which Is likely to convey contamina¬ 
tion. must not be within twenty-five 
feet of a stable, manure pile or other 
objectionable place, and there must 
I be no communication with any lava- 
i tory. Neither dogs nor cats may be 
kept about a dairy, and no poultry, 
pigeons or rabbits within fifty feet. 
There must be no smoking or chewing 
I of tobacco Inside. 

j There Is to be required a concrete 
[ and cement or tile floor, and this ma¬ 
terial must be carried up four feet of 
I the lower part of the walls. The walls 
ar.? to be lime-washed every March! 
and August, unless they are painted. 
an<l then they have to be re-palnted 
every second year. In any case they 
have to be kept constantly clear. There 
must be two hundred square feet of 
rt«»or space for every two hundred gal¬ 
lons of milk handled. Thorough ven¬ 
tilation Is demanded and the most 
scrupulous attention In every detail of 
sanitation. 

Fans are to be made so as to be 
easily cleaned and have to be kept 
thoroughly sterilized by steam or boil¬ 
ing water. All the machinery used 
About a dairy has to be so built that 
•very part can be got at and cleans'd. 
Delivery carts have to have the name 
nnd license number of the vendor 
upon them In a conspicuous place In 
letters of at least three Inches In 
length nnd be kept clean. 

Permits to get milk from outside the 
city In case of emergency must be ob¬ 
tained. Which Will meet the case of 
the milk brought from Seattle, much 
of which Is said to come from affected 
herds. No milk can be brought In 
from outside the city except In sealed 
cans. 

The advertisement required by the 
milk act—where fluid Is offered which 
does not comply with the standard, 
from which the butter fat has been 
removed or to which water has been 
added—must be made In both the dally 
papers, with full particulars of the 
nature and extent of the non-compli¬ 
ance with the standard, removal of 
butter fat. addition of water or other 
special treatment to which the milk 
has been subjected. 

No milk can be sold from premises 
where there is contagious or Infec¬ 
tious disease. The Inspector has to 
make bacteriological and sedimenta¬ 
tion tests from time to time, and no 
raw milk can be sold which contains 
ov>r 760.000 bacteria to the cubic centi¬ 
metre or pasteurized milk with more 
than 15.000. The penalty for any of¬ 
fence under the by-law is a fine of 
$50. with distress or a month In Jail 
in default of payment. 


As the directors of the B. C. Agricul¬ 
tural association look at the matter the 
question of fair or no fair this year 
will depend to a great extent on the 
result of the conference which is to be 
held between them and the members 
of the city council on Friday after¬ 
noon on the subject of horse-racing 
during that week. 

Here as everywhere, the directors 
say, the success of the fair depends on 
the amount of patronage of the grand¬ 
stand. and that, of course. In Its turn 
depends on the racing attractions of¬ 
fered. They contend, and will so urge 
on the council, that without races they 
cannot make the fair a financial suc¬ 
cess. and that unless the city is pre¬ 
pared to meet a large deficit that 
would be bound to result it would be 
absurd to go on with the arrangements. 

Last year there was a very good at¬ 
tendance on the stand, and the receipts 
from that source went a long way to 
make up the total taken in. It Is not 
thought feasible to offer anything on 
the field that would bring the crowd 
tc the stand except horse-racing. 

There Is a rumor current that If the 
city council Insists that there must be 
no racing the directors of the associa¬ 
tion are likely to resign. No confirm¬ 
ation Is obtainable of that, but It Is 
well-known that the directors take the 
stand that racing must be permitted 
to make the fair a success, and that 
they are not willing to be associated 
with It tf there Is going to be a big 
deficit. 

This year the Dominion fair is to l>e 
held In connection with the annual fair' 
of the B. C. association here, and the 
exhibits are expected to be very large¬ 
ly increased. It Is hoped that the at¬ 
tendance will be correspondingly 
larger than usual, but against that 
there is some fear that the financial 
stringency may affect It. 

George Hangster, secretary of the as¬ 
sociation. la busy dally with the details 
of the arrangements. He looks for¬ 
ward to the prize-lists being off the 
presses In a few days, and he will be 
glad to send a copy to anyone who 
sends him a request for one.
